A few years ago the “ask me} 
another” tests were in great favor, } 
and while many of the questions 
were of little practical significance, 
the fad perhaps did to some ex- 
tent lead inquiring minds to gain 
an added knowledge of things in 
general. 

Recently 25 Princeton professors 
gave themselves an “intelligence 
test,” and it may be of satisfaction 
to some to know that they made 
a rather sorry showing in their 
answers. Out of 41 questions ask- 
}ed, the star professor of tke lot 
}could answer only 19 correctly. 
| Others made scores considerably 
| lower. 
| But before we offhand decide 
that college professors are dumb- 
| bells, anyway, let’s look at some 
of the questions. Here are three 
of them: 
| Did Naevius originate the fabu-! 
|lae praetextatae? Has the four- 
dimensional anazogue of a cube 12 
corners? Are the roots of a gen- 
}eral polynomial of degree higher 
than four, complex numbers? 

Being somewhat conservative in 
matters of this kind, our answer 
to all three would probably have 
been the familiar “Yes—-and No.”

The Lee family, consisting of 
Mr. and Mrs, Lee, their son and 
daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. J.

by, fled and sought shelter in a 
ditch. The siorm passed over 
them, strewing farm implements 


und wreckage. “The storm lusted 


but just half a minute,” said the 
elder Lee, “but long enough to 
wreck the entire farm.” 


A mile beyoifd the Lee farm, 
the home and barn of Mr. and Mrs, 
Callie Widnham were heavily hit, 
The extent of damage at this place 
could not be determined because 
of its inaccessibility due to wreck- 
age and uprooted trees. Reports 
were that no one was injured. 

All telephone communications 
were cut off, leaving the entire 
area surrounding Midland City iso- 
lated. Word got through to Do- 
than and ambulantes were called, 
‘the first taking Mr. Conrey and 
his son to the hospital. The en- 
tire countryside was combed for 
possible injured, but no more were 
found. 

The Conrey family probably did 
not know what struck them, as 
they were in the house when the 
storm swept in from the Mont- 
gomery highway 200 yards away. 
As the house was leveled, the wind 
carried them for 150 yards, de- 
positing all three in an open field 


with wreckage still flying around. | 


Neighbors braved a heavy wind 
and rain to go to their aid and 
found Mrs. Conrey dead. She had 
a broken arm, crushed right hip, 
broken leg, a crushed chest and 
head and face injuries. Mr. Con-| 
vey suffered a fractured skull, 
broken left arm and crushed chest. 

The Conrey child suffered head 
injuries, a broken arm and a brok- 
en leg. His condition was describ- 
ed by hospital attendants as ‘‘very 
serious,’ with recovery a matter 
of doubt. 

The Conrey home was located 
on a large plantation owned by 
A. B. Hawkins. The three barns 
and the other buildings were own- 
ed by Mr. Hawkins. They were 
situated on a plot an acre square 
and this tract was virtually lev- 
eled.

She 
found the snake near her turkey 
nest, coiled and ready to strike at 
the frst opportunity.

Not to be out- 
done by his sister, S. W. Daniels 
killed a five-foot rattler about a 
mile distant that same evening, it 
possessing 12 rattles.

DANGEROUS WIDOWS—Much 
has been said and done by and 
about various kinds of widows, but 
the most dangerous variety that I 
have come in close proximity with 
recently was the one Mr. J. J. Grif- 
fis brought to The Clipper office 
in a bottle one day last week. It 
was of the “black” species known 
as the black widow spider, whose 
bite is said to be as poisonous as 
that of a rattlesnake. Mr. Griffis 
stated that he discovered two of 
these widows under some rotten 
boards at the R. L. Cooper Lum- 
ber Company plant. He said a 
larger one than the specimen he 
showed in the bottle made an at- 
tack upon him much after the na- 
ture of a hen with biddies, but he 
mashed the life out of the venom- 
ous insect. He then saw the small- 
er spider and succeeding in cap- 
turing it alive and put it in the 
bottle. Upon examination, the 
spider was found to be jet black 
with the bright red hourglass de- 
sign on its under side, as describ- 
ed in newspaper reports concern- 
ing this menacing spider which 
has caused the deaths of several 
persons in various parts of the 
country. 

Mr. Griffis says he found three 


good-sized balls or cocoons inside | 


of which were numerous little 
spiders almost ready to hatch out. 
He set fire to and burned up ev- 
erything around the spiders’ nest, 
which probably stamped out what 
might have become a serious men- 
ace to the whole community. Ev- 
ery one should take warning and 
constantly be on the lookout for 
these black widow spiders, for 
they seem to be scattered over all 
parts of the country. Before you 
put your hands into any place 
where a spider may be lurking, 
make an examination, The black 
widow spider is more dangerous 
than a rattlesnake for while the 
rattler will try to escape if let 
alone and will warn its attacker 
before striking, the black widow 
will rush at its victim and bite 
without warning.

The Coffee Farm Debt! 
Committee has been appointed by 
Governor Graves, and consists of; | 
J, W. Grimes, Elba, Ala; J. N,!

T. Brooks, Enterprise, Ala., Rt. 2. 

Farm Debt Adjustment work 
had its beginning in 19388 when 
Governor Morganthau of the Farm 
Credit Administration wired the 
Governors of the various States 
suggesting that they appoint State 
and County Committees to give 
consideration to worthy farmers 
who had become excessively in-} 
debted and were not able to meet! 
their interest payments, pay tax-| 
and meet their necessary liv- 
ing’ expenses, 

The objective of the project is 
to secure in distressed farm debt 
cases as large a measure of social 
and economic justice as possible 
for both the farm debtor and his 
creditors, This objective does not 
infer the ‘scaling down” of any) 
reasonable indebtedness, neither} 
does it mean protecting any debt-

or who seeks to use the depression 
us un excuse for sharp practice 
with his ereditors. The need of| 


voluntary farm-debt adjustment 
arises from the fact that no two 
faurm-debt situations are alike, 

It is a National necessity that 
these worthy farmers should be 
suved. Until recently, about the 
only settlement for cases of ex- 
cessive debt—excessive in terms} 
of ability to pay—-was court ac- 
tion. This is the least desirable 
method of settlement if any other | 
iS possible, as court action is cost- 
ly and uncertain, It is likely to 
result in dispussession of the Jarm- 
er as an owner, ana irequently 
eliminates the possibility of his re-| 
muining on the farm as a tenant. 
All of this is done without materi- 
ally bettering the position of the 
creditors. Even first mortgage 
creditors may lose, while second 
mortgage and other creditors may 
suffer complete loss, After the) 
foreclosure the creditors who have; 
taken possession of the farm find | 
that they receive no more than 
the property can pay in terms of 
net income, In other words, they 
dispossessed a worthy farmer and 
impaired their own position. 

This is the objective of the vol- 
untary farm-debt adjustment pro- 
gram as a phase of the President's 
National Recovery Program car- 
vied on as a.State responsibility 
by the Governors of 44 States 
through more than 2,600 county 
farm credit committee,s with a 
personnel of more than 13,000 
county committeemen. Such a pro- 
gram not only rehabilitates the 
individuals concerned, but is a) 
marked factor in community build- 
ing. The purchasing power of the 
debtor is restored, and the Cred- 
itor whose frozen assets have been 
made liquid is enabled to engage 
in other types of business activity 
which are likely to result in profit 
to him and benefit to his com- 
munity.

prison sentences, and, with the 
firms, were found guilty on the 
remaining counts relating to trade) 
practices. 

The trial court sentenced Joseph 
Schechter to three months impris- 
onment and fined him $1,300; Alex 
Schechter to two months impris- 
onment and $1,500 fine; Aaron 
Schechter, one month and $2,000 
fine; Martin Schechter, one month 
and $2,100 fine; the Schechter live 
poultry market, $100 fine, and the 
A. L. A. Schechter poultry corpo- 
ration, $425 fine. 

The second circuit court of ap- 
peals approved the convictions on 
17 counts, including conspiracy, 
and set aside the conviction on two 
counts which charged violation of 
minimum wage and maximum 
hours provisions of the code. It 
held those two provisions uncon- 
stitutional. 

With Donald R. Richberg, NRA 
chief, who argued the case, sitting 
10 feet before him in a packed 
court room, Chief Justice Hughes 
held 96 per cent of the live poultry 
marketed in New York came from 
other states. 

“The defendants are slaughter 
house operators,” he added. ‘“They 
do not sell poultry in interstate 
commerce.” 

The government, Mr. Hughes 
said, stressed the “grave national 
crisis’ confronting the country. 

“Extraordinary conditions may 
call for extraordinary remedies,” 
he said. “The argument stops short 
of attemption to defend action out- 
side of constitutional authority. 

“Extraordinary conditions do 
not create constitutional power.” 

The court declared Congress had 
not provided sufficient restrictions 
and had not laid down proper rules} 
to guide the President in approv- 
ing codes. 


Farm Debt Moratorium Act 
Declared Invalid 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—The 
Frazier-Lemke act granting a five- 
year moratorium for paying off 
farm mortgages and affecting bil- 
lions of dollars of indebtedness was 
held unconstitutional today by the 
supreme court. 

In a decision read by Associate 
Justice Brandeis, it ruled on a 
case brought by the Louisville 
joint stock land bank against Wil- 
liam W. Radford, Sr. | 

The Federal district court for 
western Kentucky and the sixth 
circuit court of appeals upheld the 
legislation affecting farm debts es- 
timated at $12,000,000,000 by the 
Minnesota attorney general. 

The supreme court’s ruling was 
unanimous.

In addition, the act enabled the 
to obtain full title to his 
property by payment of its ap- 
praised value, regardless of the 
amount stipulated in the mort- 
gage, at the end of the five-year 
period, 

Radford, a Kentucky farmer, 
had taken advantage of the iaw 
after defaulting on payments on a 
$9,000 mortgage held by the bank. 

He refused an offer of $9,500 for 
his property when the bank tried 
to buy it in, Under the Frazier- 
Lemke statute, he retained posses- 
Sion of it by paying $325 annually, 
with an option to clear his indebt- 
edness by repurchasing for $4,445, 
the priced appraisers fixed. 

Justice Brandeis, delivering the 
opinion, said: 

“The property is subject to de- 
preciation and the possibility of a 
serious burden of taxes which may 
accrue on the property and be un- 
paid.” 

The bank offered $9,000 for the 
property, Brandeis declared, and 
then the property was appraised 
at $4,425. 

It was contended by the bank, 
he added, that this was “taking 
the rights in specific property” and 
beyond the bankruptcy power. 


BANKHEAD ALLAYS FEAR 
FOR COTTON CONTROL, AAA 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—Sen- 
ator Bankhead (D), Alabama, em- 
phasized today the supreme court 
decision in the NRA case did not 
involve the constitutionality of ei- 
ther the agricultural adjustment 
act or the Bankhead cotton act. 

At the same time the Alabamian 
said he was ‘in position to state’ 
a 12-cent loan will be made on 
this year’s cotton crop. 

Bankhead issued a statement us 
follows: 

“All the provisions of the AAA 
act except taxing provisions and 
the licensing provisions cover 
purely voluntary programs. The 
authority for licensing handlers of 
agricultural commodities when vol- 
untary marketing agreements have 
been made are limited to interstate 
commerce. 

“There is no delegation of power 
in that act except under clearly 
fixed standards. 

“The decision does not in the 
remotest way touch the validity 
of the Bankhead cotton act. The 
enforcement features of that act 
are based on the taxing power. 
No unwarranted delegation of 
power is included and the question 
of interstate commerce is in no 
way involved. 

“This year’s crop is now in thé 
ground. I am in position to state 
that a 12-cent loan will be made on 
this year's crop in any event.” 


SPRING POTATOES MAY 


BE PLANTED IN FALL 
AUBURN, Ala.—By properly 
storing their spring crop of Irish 
potatoes in a cool, moist place, 
Alabama farmers can use them in 
planting their fall crop, says L. M. 
Ware, head of the horticulture and 
forestry department here. 

“Tf the larger part of the spring 
crop is stored under fairly cool, 
dry conditions they will keep sat- 
isfactorily for eating purposes un- 
til November or December,” he 
advises. C
